AND WHEREAS, The 
citizenship of Florida is as progressive and 


resourceful as Is to be found anywhere in the world and is In this 
age manifesting an increasing tendency to keep in the forefront of 
all enlightened movements looking to the betterment of the masses of 
people; 
AND WHEREAS, The most effective way to secure desired results 
is to proceed in the most direct way to achieve them,

for improved public roads within the several counties and to connect

of substantial and durable public roadways, Oius following an example 
which has already been started In one or two of the states attend- 
ed by results of the most valuable character, and thus placing Flor- 
ida well in the lead in this section of the nation In advancing the 
movement for obtaining a thorough system of good roads—one of 
the most pressing 'leeds of the American people of this day

PASSING OF PRESIDENT PARROTT 


MAY CHECK PUNS OF EAST COAST 


(Holland In Cincinnati Enquirer) 
NEW YORK—Those In this city 


who have been familiar 
with the 


creative work performed by the late 
Henry M. Flagler, In Florida, 
are 


speaking of the sudden 
death 
of 


Joseph R Parrott aa one of 
the 


strangest and saddest ironies of fate 
of which recent years make any re- 
cord. What Mr. Parrott's'death will 
mean to Florida, and 
indirectly to 


many industries and to much of the 
commerce of the eastern part of the 
United States is yet to be disclosed. 


When Mr. Flagler 
was prostrate 


with his mortal illness a year and a 
halt ago it was with some sense of 
content that he realized that 
his 


work could be committed by him to a 
man still in middle life, who for years 
was in sympathy with Mr. Flagler, 
shared his enthusiasm, and had pro- 
found 
faith that the future would 


demonstrate the reasonableness 
of 


those amazing and in some sense 
wizard-like undertakings which have 
identified Mr. Flagler's name with 
Florida. 


Mr. Flagler was a very 
astute 


reader of men. He rarely. If ever, 
made a mistake in his judgement of 
those with whom he was brought in 
close association. For this reason he 
was rejoiced that he could commit to 
Mr. Parrott the work of completing 
the great 
undertaking 
In 
Florida 


which he himself had begun 
Supported Flagler'* Plant- 


Exactly how Mr. Parrott and Mr 


Flagler were brought Into intimate 
business and personal companionship 
was known only to themselves 
Mr 


Parrott was a graduate of Vale 
28 


years ago 
After he was admitted to 


the bar he made choice of Florida for 
the practice of his profession, and it 
must have been in connection with 
some professional employment that 
he came in touch with Mr. Flagler— 
probably about the time that the lat- 
ter began the construction 
of 
the 


Florida'East Coast railway and the 
establishment of his chain of hotels 
Railroad construction In Florida was 
Justified to the understanding of Mr 
Parrott for the same reason 
which 


persuaded Mr. Flagler to this under- 
taking. The younger man reckoned 
upon * very great development 
of 


agriculture in Florida, and the ulti- 
mate cultivation of the rich land*, es- 
pwslallr In (OutlMm Florida, 
after 


those had been reclaimed 
from 


swamps. 


So also Mr Parrott warmly sup- 


ported the profoundly original view 
taken by Mr. Flagler which led him 
to Invest millions of his own money 
in the extension of the Florida coast 
line by viaducts based upon coral 
reefs and encircling the lower end 
of the peninsula with a terminal at 
Key West. Mr. Flagler and Mr. Par- 
rott agreed that with the opening of 
the Panama canal Key West would 
become of importance both commer- 
cially and strategically.

operating between Key West and Ha 
vana.

speedy trial since he was looking for

request was granted partly because the 
evidence of the other passengers of 
the coacb In which be bad traveled 
was required and they were anxious 
to go about their business. 


At the trial every one of them swore 


that Uvermore was tbe robber and 
murderer. Another thing against him 
was that he had come to tbe tavern 
on a horse the same color as the rob 
ber had ridden when the coacb was at- 
tacked 
Uvermore explained this by 


saying that be bad hired the horse 
near the relay where be bad loft the 
coach 


Not a person In the courtroom but 


believed the prisoner and the robber 
were the same person 
He had but lit- 


tle evidence to give in his behalf, and 
when It was In the public prosecutor 
rested the case 
The judge Instructed 


the jury, which retired and in half an 
hour returned with a verdict of guilty 


Tbe judge was about to pass sen 


tence wben a man, who said he was a 
barber, entered the courtroom and 
asked to be beard 
He said that tbe 


day before the robbery a man, who 
resembled the accused, had entered bin 
shop to be shaved. During the shav- 
ing be had talked with tbe barber, who 
told Mm that he bad recently come 
from the east wltb a remnant of a 
stock. Including some wigs. Tbe cus- 
tomer had purchased a white one.

lowed by other robberies, apparently 
by different persons, for no two wore 
dressed alike or looked alike, though, 
being always masked, their faces wore 
Beyer seen. Finally one ot them was 
arrested and convicted 
Tho evening 


before bo was twang off no confessed 
that he had committed all those crime* 
In different disguises, the ant being 
tho murder for which Uvormoro bad 
been executed 
Hit resemblance to 


Uvermore wat very strong. When a 
white wig was put on bis head s»v 
oral of those who bad teotiflott against 
Uvermore saw their error and felt 
they had sent an innocent roan to tho 
scaffold 
Tho msn who h»d commit- 


ted the crime was executed, but It was 
not possible to bring Uvtrnore back 
to life.

HEAVY SENTINCES IMPOSED 


II JUDGE ON BOOZE SELLERS 


RANKS OF 
ROAD GANGS AUG- 


MENTED AND FINE AND FOR- 


FEITURE FUND GREATLY IN- 


CREASED. 


DeLAND, Oct. 28 — For two weeks 


the wheels of justice have been grind- 
Ing in the criminal court of Volusia 
county, with the result that the ranks 
of the road gangs have been augment- 
ed and the fine and forfiture fund has 
been increased. The case which at- 
tracted the most interest during the 
term was that of A. S. J. Marsh, who 
was tried upon the charge of "fraud' 
ulently branding a certain animal." 


Albert Marsh is a member of one of 


the largest and most influential fami- 
lies engaged in the cattle business in 
this county, while Phil Leonardy, the 
chief prosecuting witness, is one of a 
family who are leaders of the cattle in- 
dustry of the south end. The court 
room was crowded during the trial 
with friends of both factions, who 
watShed the developments of the case 
with keen interest. 


The defendant was charged with 


having branded a yearling heifer with 
his brand, which belonged to the Leo- 
nardy estate. Many witnesses were ex- 
amined, and some "of the leading at- 
torneys of the state were retained by 
both the prosecution and defense. The 
arguments of counsel consumed a half 
day's time after the evidence was all 
in. The jury was out but a short time 
after the case was given them, -when 
they returned a verdict of "Not guil- 
ty." 


That justice is blind at times at 


least is illustrated by the case of L. E. 
Green, who was tried upon a charge 
of "obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses." The evidence showed that 
Green, who was a negro, purports to 
>e a kind of a voodoo man of mystery, 
who works upon the credulity of his 
superstitious race, and waxes fat by 
vending certain charms and amulets. 
Among other things, he sold "lucky 
lands," said to be composed of brim- 
stone and other mysterious powders, 
the possession of which are supposed 
to be"1 immune from trouble, even 
though they commit crimes against the 
state. It is alleged that he became 
bold in, his operations and demanded 
ten dollars from a woman for a "lucky 
land," which he claimed had been or- 
dered by her husband. She paid the 
money over to him, but upon finding 
hat she had been Imposed 
upon 


promptly had him arrested. The result 
of his trial would seem to prove some 
efficacy for his concoctions, for, though 
the evidence against him seemed to 
>e convincing, and though he 
had 


neither witnesses or lawyer to 
de- 


end him, -the jury brought in a ver- 
dict of not guilty. Judge Fish criti- 
cised the Jury 'in discharging them, 
and ordered the defendant held to an- 
swer the* charge of perjury.

business In Volusia county.

EVIDENCE IS STRONG THAT 
R, 


E. BALDWIN OF DAYTONA WAS 


MURDERED, BUT MOTIVE 
IS 


NOT KNOWN. 


The body of R. E. Baldwin, one of 


the most prominent naval stores op- 
erators of Volusia county, was found 
in a lonely spot in the woods about 
a 
mile from his turpentine still in 


.the Tornoka region probably 
12 


miles north of his home iii Daytona, 
about dusk Wednesday evening. 


Mr. Baldwin left his home in Day- 


tona early Tuesday and from Ormond 
made the trip to the camp ,on horse 
bach. His failure to return hotrie at 
all Tuesday led to a search, 
the 


outcome of which was the uncover- 
ing of a. dastardly murder. Roped, 
strapped, and wired to the 
horse, 


badly bruised, and with a bullet hole 
through his brain, 'the 
searchers 


found Mr. Baldwin's body, 
mute 


evidence of 'the victim ot 
having 


been shot from ambush, 
probably 


from the gun of- a negro, with a num- 
ber of whom Mr. Baldwin has 
had 


serious "trouble from time to time. 
Although Mr. Baldwin was subject to 
heart trouble, the suicide or acci- 
dental death theory 
seems absorb 


from the condition of the body, the 
location of the bullet, and the looks 
of the wound.

The case which at 
traded the most interest during th< 
term was that of A. S. J. Marsh, who 
was tried upon the charge of "fraud 
ulently branding a certain animal." 


Albert Marsh is a member of one o: 


the largest and most influential fami 
lies engaged in the cattle business in 
this county, while Phil Leonardy, th 
chief prosecuting witness, is one of a 
family who are leaders of the cattle in 
dustry of the south end. The court 
room was crowded during the tri: 
with friends of both factions, who 
watBhed the developments of the case 
with keen interest. 


The defendant was charged with 


having branded a yearling heifer with 
his brand, which belonged to the Leo 
nardy estate. Many witnesses were ex- 
amined, and some "of the leading at- 
orneys of the state were retained by 
both the prosecution and defense. The 
arguments of counsel consumed a half 
lay's time after the evidence was all 
n. The jury was out but a short time 
after the case was given them, when 
hey returned a verdict of "Not guil- 
y."
